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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment(s) to the claims add new limitations, thereby raising new issues which would require 
further search and consideration, e.g. selecting a specific mammalian artificial chromosome, if the proposed amendment was entered.. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1,4,7, 14 and 57-58 stand rejected for 
reasons of record in the Office Action mailed October 15, 2009. Applicant requests reconsideration after Final Office Action. The request for 
reconsideration has been entered but is moot because: the amendment has not been entered. 

Applicant argues that the instantly claimed method can yield various kinds of HAC (e.g.— AAAAA-B-AAA— ; -AA-B-AA-B-AA; etc.; 
whereas, Mejia only achieves an -A-B-A-B-A-B- arrangement. Thus, the claimed invention is distinguished over the prior art. 
Applicant's argument has been fully considered, but is unpersuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., a particular arrangement of A and B (first and second) vector elements) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See 
In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). In the instant case, the claims do not require a particular arrangement 
of the A and B elements in the final HAC. Mejia et al teach A-B, which fulfills the limitations of the instant claims. 
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
